OF THE BUILDING 


There is a complete science department with ample laboratory 
space. A home-making unit includes four unit kitchens, foods 
laboratory, home-planning rooms, and clothes laboratory. 

The commercial education department incorporates 
bookkeeping, typing, secretarial practice, retailing and 

business machine rooms. 

The creative arts and industrial arts wing at the north end of 
the school represents an innovation in school planning. 

Here are provided facilities for studying and producing plays, 
art work, musical shows, photography, and allied 

educational objectives. 

Music is well planned fcr with a 34 by 36 foot band and choral 
practice room opening off the stage of the new auditorium. 
The auditorium itself seats 680 persons in fixed seats on a 
sloping floor. It is the core of a unit which surrounds it with 
rooms for dramatic arts, speech, art, crafts, shops, and 

similar rooms. 

Complete audio-visual facilities are provided. Shops include 
automotive repair, metal, electrical, wocdworking, and printing 
The new gymnasium will accommodate 1700 spectators for 
basketball, and a modern cafeteria will seat 300 persons. Both 


are planned for community, as well as school functions.
